To this Idol the Superftitious Ammonstes 
offer'd up their Sons and their Daughters, making 
them to pafs thro’ the fire. But the Mraelites are 
here Prohibited to perform fuch execrable Sacrifi- 
ces, and thence impioufly Profane the Name of their 
God.

The firft was Succeffor to 
Caligula, and obrain’d the Soveraignty neither by 
regular Succeffion, nor by the Will of the Preceed- 
ing Emperor, nor by Merit, nor Force ( we mean 
it with reference to himfelf) nor Bribery, nor Fa- 
vor, but by mere chance and accident. He was 
Cowardly in his Nature, Sordid in his Difpofiti- 
on, perfectly Stupid in his Intellects, Diftemper'd 
in his Body, ftrangely Defective in his Memory, 
Glutronous in his Diet, Entirely Paflive in his Life. 

The Second Claudius was the very reverfe of his 
Name-fake Predecefior, He was Famous for his 
Bravery, Eminent for his Conduct, Memorable for 
the Unhear'd of Vi@tories he obtain’d, He was 
Strong in Conftitution, and Vigorous in Mind. He 
was Celebrated for his Vertues, more Efpecially 
for his Juftice, Temperance, and Chaftity. He 
was a Wife Lawgiver as well as an Admirable 
Soldier ; as Remarkable a Regulator of the State, as 
a Conductor of Armies. Andro compleat his Cha- 
racter, it is recorded of him, that he was as Mode- 
vate as Augufius, as Valiant as Trajan, and as Pious 
as Antonine.
